CHAPTER XXXII.

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THUE:
VILLAGE OF NORTHFIELD, [APPROVED MARCH SIXTH, EIGHTEEN
HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-ONE.]

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesola :

SecTIoN 1. That an act entitled ¢¢ An act to incorporate the vil-
lage of Northfield,” approved March sixth, eighteen hundred and
seventy-one, be amended to read as follows: That section 1wo of
chapter one of said act is hereby ameunded by adding thereto the
tollowing, to-wit: ¢ And the south-east quarter of the north-eust
quarter, and the north-east quarter of the south-east quarter; also,
the east half of the north-west quarter of the south-east quarter, and
the north east quarter of the south-west quarter of south-east quar-
ter of section two, township number one hundred and eleven, rauge-
twenty, and that said territory be attached to, and be within the
limits of the school district of the village of Northfield.

Skc. 2, This act shall take etfect and be in force from and after
its passage.

CHAPTER XXXIIIL

AN ACT TO AMEXD THE CHARTER OF THE VILLAGE OF READS.
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

Seorion 1. That sections three and four of chapter thirty-four,
of the special laws of one thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight,
entitled **An act to incorporate the village of Reads,” be amended
80 as to rend as follows, to-wit:

Sec. 3. There shall be elected by the legal voters of said village.
biennially, two village justices, each of whom shall hold his office
for the term of two years, and until his successor is elected and
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qualified, and sball bave the exclusive jurizdiction of all the judicial
powers granted the said corporation by this act except as hereinafter
provided. Each of such village justices shall at the time of his
election, and during bis term of office, be a resident of said village,
and shall keep his office therein, and shall have and exercise all the
powers and jurisdiction of, and when acting a8 such, receive the
same compensation as justices of the peace elected under the general
laws of this state. Such justice shall execute a bond for the faithful
discharge of the duties of his office, which hond shall be aflirmed by
said trustees and filed with the clerk of said village. He shall take
tge same oath of office as is required of the other village officers by
this act.

Sec. 4. There shall be an annual election held on the third Tues-
day of March of each year, at which the electors of said village quali-
fied to vote at town elections, mny elect by ballot, and by plurality
of votes, the trustees, clerk, treasurer, marshal and two justices.
The trustees shall give ten days’ notice of the time and place of
holding such election, by posting up written notices thereof in three
public places in such village. The elactions shall be held and con-
ducted in the same manner as town elections, and the laws of this
state applicable to elections generally, shall apply so far as consis-
tency will admit, and the oath of a voter shall be the same as at town
meetings, and false swearing shall be perjury.

Seo. 2. This act shall take effect imnmediately.

CHAPTER XXXIV.

AN ACT TO AMEND CHAPTER FIFTEEN OF THE SPECIAL LAWS OF ONE
THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-TWQ, ENTITLED “AN
ACT TOQ INCORPORATE THE CITY OF LAKE CITY.”

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

SectioN 1, That subdivison firat, of section two of chapter four
of seid act, iz bereby smended so a8 to read vy follows :

First—To license and regulate the exhibitions of common showmen
and shows of all kinds, and the exhibition of caravans, circuses, con-
certs, or theatrical pertormances; and also to license and reguiate all
